Up to now, 
I have f _t justified in maintaining the deadlines as they occurred without commenting on 
how some players play, this game. However, many peoples are agiick to condemn a gamesmaster 
if he is late or, eVeti more drastically, disappears. Yet none of the gamesmasters have 

ever raised the opposite bitch players who habitually wait until the last minute to 

decide to submit orders, REGARDLESS OF THE DEADLINE DATE* This past deadline, falling on 
Veterans Day, a legal holiday, is a case in point. The majority of players had submitted 
their orders, believe it or not, before two -weeks had elapsed into the alloted time for the 
submission of orders n A few players even troubled themselves to phone their orders in to 
make suce they had something on order, However, Monday no mail; Tuesday little or no orders 
were received causing my suspicions of the postoffice to be reinforced; Wednesday, believe 
it or not, the last stragglers staggered in, having waited until the Friday before the 
deadline to mail their orders, EVEN THOUGH THE DEADLINE WAS ACTUALLY LONGER THAN THREE 
WEEKS FROM THE TIME OF MAILING. Thus having to wait till Wednesday to ascertain who or 
what was happening blew pur schedule to pieces as far as getting this thing run off and 
mailed within the week. I am becoming more disallusioned with the way in which people play 
this game and am slowly swinging around to the point where a couple of other gamesmasters - __ r 
have had great success in running games. Either this magazine is going to become (ala BIG
